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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORD 

OZARK S SEPTEMBER  MILK  PRICE  UP  32  CENTS  FROM  YEAR  AGO 

Milk  producers  who  supplied  handlers  in  the  Ozarks  market  during  the  month  of 
September,  1963  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.10  per  hundredweight  for 
milk  containing  3.5  percent  butterfat,  Fred  L.  Shipley,  Market  Administrator  announced 
today.  The  September  price  is  19  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  minimum  uniform 
price  announced  for  August  and  is  32  cents  above  the  price  announced  for  September 
a year  ago.  Producers  who  supplied  handlers  in  Washington  and  Benton  Counties, 

Arkansas  will  receive  a minimum  September  uniform  price  of  $4.35  for  milk  of  3.5 
percent  butterfat  content. 

The  Class  I price  for  September,  1963  was  $4.23  per  hundredweight  for  handlers 
in  the  general  Ozarks  marketing  area  and  $4.48  for  handlers  located  in  Washington 
and  Benton  Counties,  Arkansas.  These  Class  I prices  were  14  cents  above  the  comparable 
prices  announced  for  September,  1962.  The  September,  1963  Class  II  price  (price 
oaid  by  handlers  for  milk  utilized  in  manufactured  dairy  products)  was  $3.12  per 
hundredweight  and  was  twelve  cents  above  the  Class  II  price  announced  for  September 
a year  ago. 

Daily  Class  I milk  in  September,  1963  was  6.87  percent  above  the  comparable 
figure  recorded  for  August  and  was  18.12  percent  above  the  September,  1962  level. 

Daily  Class  I milk  inside  the  Ozarks  marketing  area  increased  3.03  percent  from 
August  while  daily  sales  of  Class  I milk  outside  the  marketing  area  were  up  14.78 
percent  from  the  August  level. 

Producers  who  supplied  Ozarks  handlers  in  September,  1963  delivered  8.85  percent 
less  milk  daily  than  they  did  in  August  and  0.70  percent  less  than  they  did  in 
September  a year  ago.  A total  of  1,004  producers  supplied  Ozarks  handlers  in 
September,  six  more  than  August  but  80  less  than  were  on  the  market  in  September, 

1962.  Out  of  each  one  hundred  pounds  of  milk  delivered  by  producers  in  September, 

86  pounds  were  classified  as  Class  I.  This  compares  with  a Class  I utilization 
percentage  of  74  in  August  and  70  in  September  a year  ago.
